SUSPICION OF MURDER.—Our city was a

ed her fears, and.induced a search for him, 
which was continued during the night and 
until the next day when he was found dead 
under the bank of the river near the £foot 
of Academy street. 


The postmortem examination was made 


yesterday afternoon, and the jury discharged 
until 2 o'clock this afternoon, whijn the ex- 
amination was commenced at the court 
house. • 


As we shall report the testimony taken 


before the jury, we refrain from publishing 
any of the many rumors concerning the 
case or the circumstances which are sup- 
posed to warrant the suspicien of murder.
